Election/Restrictions

Group III, claim(s) 10, drawn to an superabsorbent polymer cumulation. 



Group IV, claim(s) 11-14, drawn to an absorbent medium comprising superabsorbent 
polymer and a meshwork. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

a. The special technical feature of Group I is the use of a computer database 
to select certain materials for an absorbent medium. 

b. The special technical feature of Group II is making an absorbent medium 
by using materials with specific property values using various equations. 

c. The^special technical feature of Group III is an SAP cumulation having a 

specific centrifuge retention value based on a specific equation.
